Your presence here gives 
the.students encourngement to 
look forward 'to progress and im- 
provement, I] hope, not only in 
sports alone but in their studies 
as well, I trust you will all 
agree with me when I say that 
recreations ‘and sports of various 
kinds are necessary not only for 
boys, but also for every man and 
woman, for they all tend to cul- 
tivate in their votaries qualities 
of mind and body, such as 
strength, agility, and endurance, 
The praverb, “all work and no 
play orjsakes Jack a dull boy,” 
bears out the truth of my state. 
ment. 

However, I beg to assure you 
that the intellectual and the 
moral training of the students in 
our school are never superseded 
by that of sports. In other 
words their moral and their in- 
tellectual trainifg are never lost 
sight. of. : 

We lay special stress on the 
word sports, because most of the 
Chinese students are inactive and 
do not pay much attention to 
physical development. This habit 
came to them by Inheritange, and 
it is only in recent years and in 
the principal towns of China that 
the students and the grown-ups 
of both sexes begin to realise the 
importance cf sports, Some de- 
cades of years ago physical cxer- 
cises were held in detestation, o¢ 
even set at defiance by the liter- 
ary class in China. 

Budding Champions. 

As athletic sports are still in 
its infancy, awards of prizes os 4 
menns of encouragement are 
necessary, and I take thia oppor- 
tunity to thank all the donors 
who have so generously given us 
their support, but I sincerely 
hope that in the course of time 
our Chinese brethren will be im- 
bued with the proper sports. 
man’s spirit and will take part in 
any kind of competition simply 
vor the snuke of it, and not for 
the prizes, like the athletes in the 
West who aro satisfied with even 
a reward of a ribbon or a star, 
ete., for any championship, 

Sports in the Colony. 

Unfortunately the promotion 
of physical culture in the Colony 
us well as in some other places 
ig sometimes hampered by want 
of grounds, so that sports cannot 
have their full swing, but I must 
thank the Government and Hon. 
Mr. Creasy for their kindness 
and generosity in allotting ua two 
yenrs ago a plot of land opposite 
to our school on which our boys 
can play volley ball, basket ball 
and sometimes footbnil, after 
their school hours. This gencro- 
sity on the part of the Govern- 
ment docs much towards promot- 
ing tho physical culture in our 
college, and I hope that we will 
be allowed the privilege to use 
the ground as long as possible. 

Moreover, sports or games of 
various kinds, besides being 
means of developing our physique, 
tend to bring the people of differ- 
ent nations into harmony with 
one another, as this function will 
prove. Therefore the people of 
the East and these of the West 
ean have more chances to ox- 
change their ideng and- sym- 
pathy, for on the fielda’of sports, 
unlike on the bnttle-field. no guess 
tion’ aa to’ racial ‘distinctlor!

Woman’s Experiments 
with Animals. 


MANY THEORIES. 


In spite of lengthy research, tho 
canae of dental caries, which has 
for years balled dentiats has again 
reslated the investigations of ex: 
perts, 

Mra. May Meltanby, the wife of 
Brofersor Mellanby, has been 
carrying out experimenta ta solve 
‘hia problerf, and they are deserlb- 
el fn her second report on expert. 
ments with animale with regard to 
the preservation and. formation of 
teeth which Ia issued by the Medi- 
cal Research Council, 

Many hypotheses have been put 
forward regarding the causes of 
Wental caries fy man, she says, but 
ene ef them has been adequately 
cstablished on a basta of aclentifie 
evidence, 

There are two reasons for this, 
Tt is dificult te carry out strictly 
centrolled observations in human 
belngs with only a ‘single algnifi- 
cunt varintion of diet. Experi. 
ments on animals are equally un- 
satisfactory owing to the difficulty 
of producing dental caries. 

Among wild = animals dental 
eurles is rare: wild apes and 
monkeys niono are believed to 
suffer from it to tho extent of two 
{o three per cent., as compared 
with about ten per cent. in cap: 
tivity. . 

“Dontal caries," writes’ Mrs. 
MelNanby, “is also found in cap- 
{ive bears, kangaroos and rodonts, 
and among domestieated animals 
in horses, doga, and huteh-fed rab- 
bite,

CATERING TRADE. 


Appeal Court’s Decision 
on Control. 


The Court of Appeal has allow. 
ed the appeal by Miss Bondficld, 
Minister of Labour, from the de- 
cision of a King’s Bench Divi- 
sional Court. which made abso- 
lute three rule: nisi obtained by 
the National Trade Defence As- 
sociation, the Incorporated Arso- 
ciation of Purveyors of Light 
Refreshment, and the Strand 
Hotel, Limited, and prohibited 
the Minister mnking an ‘Order, 
under the Trade Boards: Acts, to 
apply to the catering trade. 

Tt was argued for the respon- 
dents that the Order which the 
Minister proposed to make. 
would be applied te a trade which 
included many branch — trades, 
und it might have the effect of. 
penalizing « trade in which wages 
and conditions were satisfactory. 

Lord Justice Scrutton in the 
courre of his judgment said 
that the judges were not judges 
of the Order to be made, but only 
whether the Minister had power 
to make it. 


“I doubt whether we should be 
any better off if everything whs 
regulated by a Minister or by the 
Civil Service," snid his Lordship, 
who expressed the opinion that 
the Minister had rightly defined 
the catering: trade as one that 

* could be the subject of a draft 
Order. The rensons given. by the 
Divistonal Court were not suf- 
ficient to support the finding of 
that Court that the Minister 
should be prohibited from pro- 
ceoding with that. Order.

Accompanied by two of the orl- 
ginal tugs which piloted the Aqui 
tania on her slmUar trip, seventeen 
yearn ngo,.the new Canadian Pacific 
finer Empress of Britain yesterday 
made her debut before a crowd of 
about half a millfon apectatore. 

In the brilliant aunshine of a per- 
fect Spring day the giant liner, with 
her dazzling white hull, and eream- 
coloured funnela presented an in- 
apiring acene and aroused a murmur 
of admiration from the interested 
sightseers who formed an almost 
unbroken Une from Erakine Ferry 
lo the Cloch Hghthouse, Shortly 
after noon, the three-million-pound- 
monument to Clyde .shipbuflding 
backed slowly = from her erndle at 
Clydebank, and the hazardous jour- 
ney down the river was commenced. 
Under. the charge of Pilot Alex, 
Erskine, who was assisted by «Mr. 
A. Mactnilldn, the Britain slowly 
wended her way through the shal- 
lows and bends of the upper chan- 
nelway, and fiftecn minutes before 
schedule time, the thonsands of 
spectitors who Iined Princes Pler 
and the Esplanade were rewarded 
with the appearance of two tugs and 
the mighty bow of the liner aa tho 
cavalcade drew near the Tail-of-the.

Aquitanin, a vessel about 100 feet 
longer, left the same yard. Tho 
Empress of Britain is the second 
largest liner to go down tho river.

She presented a magnificent Bpec- 
tavie as. with her escort of tingert, 
three at the bow and three at the 
stern, she made her slow, majes 
tie pasange to the Taileof-tho- 
Senk., “Workmen in’ the yard 
cheered loudly as she left, and the 
enthusiasm was quickly communt- 
cated to the spectators on the

From Erskine Ferry, on the 
south side af the river, a fine view 
wae obtnined by the 10,000 apec- 
tntors who had gathered _ at the 
water's edge, As the new Em. 
brees came round Dalmuir Bend, 
curefully “nuraed” by her attend- 
nnt tugs, she dwarfed everything 
fn the immediate vicinity.

Sir Erle Geddea,’ proposing «the 
tonat of “The Commercial Motor 
Users’ Anscciation,” at ite annunt 
luncheon Jn London, upgka of tha

“Tt In one of the moat amazing 
things in Industrial life to-day,” he 
auld, “that the great Industry of 
commerclal road traction, In) ¢om- 
mon with Ita twin brother, non- 
commercial road traction, should 
appear to have been singled out for 
penal taxntion and restrictions by 
Parliament. 

“Apparently, great benefactor aa 
it fa and great ald to Industry, it 
fa the butt nnd the target of every 
nuccedtive Government. How penal 
the taxation haa become {4 shown by 
the following figures: The motor 
vehlele tnx and petrol tax fa equiva. 
lent to 19.6 per cent. on the operat- 
dng coat of vehicles—11.5 per cent.

45.5 per cent. upon wages pald fn 
the business, 

“When we coniider that this is 
special taxation levied over and 
nhove the ordinary .Imperial and 
Jocal taxation, it js truly penal, 
Since 1926, and estimating only for 
the yenr 1980-31, but taking actuals 
for the previous years, no less than 
£84,400,000 hus heen taken out of 
motor taxation into the general 
fluance of the country, nnd not de- 
voted to read purposes.

BRITISH MOTORS. 


‘Sir H. Austin and the 
' McKenna Duties. 


The stlmulus which tho War gave 
to the adoption by the Brithsh motor 
car industry of mass productlon 
mothods wan stressed by Sir Hor- 
bert Austin jn a speech ot a lun- 
choon of tho American Chamber of 
Commerce, London. Sir Herbert 
Austin recalled that between 1900 
and 1914 progress in motor manu- 
facture was not vory rapid. Firms 
made too many medela and intro- 
duced too many changes. Coste were 
high and manufacturing facilities 
were of a hand made varicty. This 
was changed, however, by the War 
which gave manufacturers areal 
appreclation of what might bo ne- 


complished by mass production, At! 


the Armistice they were four years 
behind In thelr conception of what 
to build, but this defect was coun- 
ter-baluneed by the knowledge 
which they galned of the value of 
mass production and the confidence 
necessary to deal with large quan: 
Utles. While Britain was, out of 
“business, America had quite 
legitimately secured moat of the 
forelgn markets, 

Sir Herbert Austin pointed out 
that British manufacturera were 
finding jt a long and costly procesa 
to drive them out, The progress of 
the industry: 
conatant ff somewhat irregular. 
The present comparatively satiefne- 
tory position of the British motor 
industry was, in Sir [Herbert Aus- 
Jargely due to the 
MeKenna duties which gave the 
British motor industry control of 
the home market, helped to support 
neconsiderable export trade and en- 
abled the industry to reduce costa to 


toernationally competitive. 
bert Austin recalled that he com- 
pleted his first car in 1895 and said 
that then as now the motorist was 
nu favourite butt for local ove 
ment legislation, The first of his 
two convictlona was for travelling 
ata spesd of fourteen miles an hour 
and the second for proceeding down 
nalope at a somewhat more credit- 
able apeed of twenty-three miles an 
hour,

Rapidly Taking To Its 
Wheels. 


Tokyo, April 13. 

Bicycles in Japan have increased 
from 100,000 in 1908 to moro than 
6,000,000 in 1931, according to 
statistics complicd by tyro manu- 
fucturlng compantios, 

Automobiics have incrensed from 
nine in 1908 to more than 90,000. 

Japan, according to tho tyre 
manufacturers, js one of tha moat 
high “bicycle-ized" countries in 
the world, ranking nabead of Hol- 
Innd. It {a one of the few coun- 
tries where bleycles aro commonly 
used as cargo carriers, 

Anyone wha hns travelled exten- 
aively in the Empire will bear wit- 
neas to the accuracy of tyre makers’ 
stitementa. Thousands of bicycles 
clog city atrects and make lifo 
miacrable for motorists. Additional 
thousands swarm the country ronda. 

Plate glass, potted planta, ferti- 
lizer, and oven cattle and hoya are 
transported on’ bieycle trailers 
which are universally used for 
transporting Ilght cargo between 
pointy In citiea and between vill- 
apes. 

Restaurants use bicyele delivery 
boys extenslyely and it is common 
to see a coolle pedalling his bicy- 
cle through the atreets guiding with 
one hand and balancing a dozen 
luncheon trays piled atop one an- 
other, with the other, ay 

A majority of the bicycles used 
in Japan are made in factories in 
the Empire. The front wheel hand 
brake ig used almost universally in 
contrast to the conster brake used 
in the United States. 

The production of Japanese made 
s mga [s increasing, ol- 
though the twa leading American 
makes still dominate the market for 
higher priced machines, 

Automobiles ave ‘nearly atl Amer- 
jean, Ford and General Motora 
makes dominating the market, Both 
the Ford and General Mators organ- 
igations have assembling plants in 
Japan, the former near Yokohama 
and the Intter near Osaka.—United 
Press, 


ROAD TRANSPORT. 


Mr. Morrison and New 
Regulations. 


Mr. Herbert Morrison, the “Min- 
ister of Transport, made his first 
public appearance since his eleva- 
tion to Cabinet rank at tho annual 
luncheon of the Commercial Motor- 
Users’ Asuocintion, at the Savoy 
Hotel, on March 26.

Sir Eric Geddes and Hix Pledge. 

Sir Eric Geddes, the first Minis- 
ter of Transport and the only one 
of Mr, Morrison's predecessors to 
be in the Cabinet, referred to the 
pledge: he gave when in office that 
of special motor 
taxation were more than the re- 
quirements for which it was levied, 
the taxes would be reduced.

More transport, 
zommerelal and private, had appar- 
ently been singled out for penal 
taxation and restrictions, The 
motor vehicle tax and petrol duty 
were together equivalent to 13% 
per cent. on the operating cost of 
vehicles, 1114 per cent. on the total 
cost of the business, and 4544 per 
cent, of the wages paid. 

Since 1926 £88,800,000 had bean 
taken out of motor taxation into 
the general finance of the country 
nnd not devoted to road purposes. 
There were, ‘roughly, 26,000 miles 
of first-class roads in the country, 
and the estimated total road ex- 
nenditure for 1936 was £60,000,000, 
Motor vehicle owners contributed 
£42,800,000, equal to 71° per cent., 
and in addition contributed as rate- 
payers.

The cade wos originally decided 
by the Special, Commissioners of 
Revenue In favour of the Inspector 
of Income Tax; from thls the com- 
puny appealed to the High Court, 
which reversed the decision of tho 
Commissloners, who took the case 
to the Appeal Court, Three judges 
Hanna,: Sullivan and O'Byrne un- 
animously upheld the judgment of 
the High Court In favour of the 
company on the grounds that there 
was no money transaction relative 
to tickets. In the Free State. Tho 
procedure adopted was that on 
money belng “-paid Into the com- 
pany'a offlecs in New York, a ‘docu- 
ment was Issued which was vent to 
the Intending passenger {n the Freo 
State, who forwarded {t to the com- 
pany'a office In Liverpool and got 
back a travelling ticket to join the 
steamer at Cobh, On this pro- 
cedure the Appeal Court held there 
was no Hability for tax. 

The Supreme Court, consisting of 
three judges, has by a majority of 
two to one confirmed that dectsion 
and given judgment for the Cunard 
Company. This {6 practically final,4 
for the Commissioners may not ap- 
peal to the Privy Council In London, 
na the Free State Government docs 
not recognise appeals to the Privy 
Council, though provided for in tho 
Free State Constitution, 
Commissioners being a Government 
Department, are thus debarred, 

The: various hearings in Dublin 
courts have been very prolonged, 
and the judgment how carries full 
costs throughout agatnst the Com- 
miasianers. The cnse {5 of great 
importance to trans-Atlantic com- 
panies, ag the largest portion of tho 
emigrant passenger traMfc [x carried 
out on this basis from the Trish 
Free State.

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KILLED HIS WIFE. 


Judge and Husband's 
“Beautiful Nature.” 


Pier Maria Martinucel, an Italian 
clerk, who was charged at the Old 
Bailey with the murder of hia Brl- 
tluh wife, Ivy, was found gullty of 
manslaughter, and was sentenced to 
seven years’ penal servitude. 

‘Martinucci had stated in the wit- 
nens box that he wais devoted to his 
wife, and that he was terribly upset 
by a suspicion that she had mis- 
conducted herself with his’ best 
friend. We, declared that eho ade 
mitted her gullt, and he then lost 
his. temper and struck her with a 
knifo lying near. He did not mean 
to kill her. He afterwards atnbbed 
himaclf {n order to dio by her sido. 

In his summing up Mr, Juatico 
Humphreys eald: “The punishment 
for adultery {s not death, but the 
Divoree Cuurt, although, maybe, 
that is becoming less and Jess o 
punishment, 

“This prisoner has rather a beau- 
tiful nature In some ways, because 
he takes n very high view of tho 
sanctity of the marriage oath. He 
told you he thought a married 
woman waa false to her marriago 
vow if she did no more than kiss 
another ‘man, because, he said, the 
mined had committed adultery. She 
was no longer his If her heart was 
elsewhere. That Is not a view of 
the marriage vow which I should be 
disposed to criticise.” 

The judge read n pnasage from 
Martinuccl’s letter which stated: "1 
killed a frivolous little doll, pretty, 
and powdered Hke a butterfly.” 

Mr. Justice Humphreys, pnasing 
sentence, aald that the jury had 
taken « merciful view, but he wae 
Rlad to be able to say that he 
thought they had taken the right 
one,

The sald Drawback Reguln- 
tions nre further f#mended by the 
substitution of the acale set forth 
in the foregoing regulation for 
the scale contained in regulntion 
1 of such Drawback Regulations. 

Drawbacks payable under the 
Drawback Regulations, as amend- 
ed, shall be paid at the sterling

LAW OF CHEQUES. 


Results of International 
Conference, 


The International Conference for 
the unification of laws of bills of 
exchange, promissory notes and 
cheques, which sat at Geneva under 
the presidency of M. Limburg 
(Netherlands), adopted various ‘acts 
for the unifleation of lawa of the 
Continental type regarding 
cheques, (For many yeare it has 
been recognised that it Is only pos- 
sible to unlfy laws of the Contin- 
ental type, without touching those 
of the Anglo-Saxon type. ' 

The conference was attended by 
26 States, including Great Britain, 
and also by representatives of 
various international bodies, The 
four texts adopted Include:—(1) 
a convention providing untform re- 
culations for chequea (with 2 proto- 
col, annexes, nnd a final act) ;- (2) 
a convention for the settlement of 
certain conflicts of Jaws in connec- 
tion with cheques (with a protocol); 
(3) 8 convention on the etamp laws 
in connection with cheques .(with a 
protocol); (4) the final act of th 
conferenca, . 

These texts, like those adopted in 
connection with bills ‘of exchange 
and promissory notes In June, 1930, 
were elgned at the close of the con- 
ference on March 18, Great Bri- 
tain signed only’ the stamp  con- 
vention. 

A NEW STAMP. 

Italy has I{ssucd a fine sot of 
stamps commemorating the ox- 
ploits of Francesco Forruccl. 

Ferrucel will probably be quite 
unknown to most peaple. In 1630 
Ferruce! was well known in Flor- 
once as 4 soldier of great daring, 
and he put himself+at the head of 
tho Ropublican troops.

This was the end of 
Florentine Ropublic.. On- ono of
